Tabor  Students  are  gearing  up  for  an 
adventure  in  the  Caribbean  Sea  aboard  the  92-foot 
schooner,  Tabor  Boy  beginning  on  January  28th. This 
is  the  first  of  four  voyages  that  give  students  the 
chance  to  become  a  part  of  the  ship's  crew.  Under 
the  command  of  Captain  James  E.  Geil,  the  Tabor 
Boy  will  voyage  south  to  serve  as  a  base  of 
operations  for  a  challenging  new  course  of 
instruction  focusing  on  fragile  coral  reef  ecosystems. 
Each  academic  cruise  will  bring  together  12  to  14 
students  with  Tabor's  oceanography  instructor, 
Duane  R.  Minton,  as  program  director. 

While  aboard  the  Tabor  Boy,  students  will 
examine  various  coral  reef  communities  while 
investigating  natural  and  man-caused  factors  which 
affect  them,  while  on  location  in  the  United  States 
and  British  Virgin  Islands.  Scientific  course  material 
will  be  complemented  by  a  series  of  interdisciplinary 
lectures  which  relate  the  natural  environment  of  the 
region  to  the  history  and  culture  of  its  inhabitants. 
Each  student  will  receive  one  minor  course  credit  in 
Coral  Reef  Ecology  if  they  successfully  complete  the 
program.  Other  curricula  include  Oceanography, 
Meteorology,  Caribbean  History  and  Culture, 
Geology  of  Island  Formation,  Tropical  Rainforest, 
Marine  Bird  Identification  and  Counting,  Sail 
Training,  Navigation  and  Songs  of  Sailing  and  the 
Sea. 

The  School  on  the  Sea  program  also  offers 
students  a  chance  to  further  their  knowledge  and 
skills  in  nautical  science.  Sailing  during  the  day  and 
anchoring  at  night,  students  will  steer,  handle  sail, 
stand  watch  and  take  part  in  various  other 
traditional  duties  aboard  a  large  sailing  vessel.  Basic 
navigation  is  included  in  the  program  and  students 
who  wish  to  practice  advanced  coastal  or  celestial 
instruction  from  the  captain  or  crew.  A  "typical"  day 
schedule  includes  a  balance  of  lectures,  discussions 
and  hands-on  activities. 

The  students  begin  their  day  at  6:00  am  with 
a  morning  dip.  Breakfast  is  at  6:40  am,  with  a  vessel 
clean-up  following  at  7:15  am.  At  8:00  am  they 
review  colors,  followed  by  the  morning  lecture.  By 
9:00  am  they  are  snorkeling  on  neighboring  reefs  to 
identify  and  catalog  species  of  coral  and  reef  fish.  At 
10:00  am  they  visit  and  explore  the  island.  At  11:00 
am  they  weigh  anchor,  one  watches  the  sails,  others 
analyze  water  and  samples  and  study  data.  They  eat 
lunch  at  noon  and  change  their  watches  at  2:30  pm.

At  4:30  pm  they  let  go  of  the  anchor  and  furl  the 
sails.  Dinner  is  at  6:00  pm,  followed  by  weather 
measurements  and  predictions  at  7:30  pm.  It's  time 
for  another  lecture  at  7:45  pm,  right  before  a  glorious 
sunset.  Students  then  tell  sea  stories,  sea  songs,  write 
in  their  journals  or  read  from  9:00  until  9:30.  Anchor 
watch  starts  at  9:30  and  lights  are  out  at  10:00  pm.  A 
new  day  is  waiting  for  them. 

Students  come  back  having  experienced  truly 
unique  and  varied  experiences. 

Built  near  Amsterdam  in  1914  as  a  Dutch 
North  Sea  Pilot  schooner,  the  Tabor  Boy  originally 
carried  the  name  Pilot  Schooner  Number  2  and  was 
engaged  in  that  service  until  1923.  Renamed 
Bestevaer,  she  then  sailed  as  a  schoolship  for  the 
Dutch  merchant  marine  until  her  capture  during  the 
German  occupation  of  the  Netherlands  in  World  War 
II. 

Bestevaer  was  returned  to  Holland  after  the 
war  and,  in  1952,  sold  to  businessman  Ralph  C. 
Allen.  Mr.  Allen  had  the  vessel  sailed  to  the  United 
States  and,  two  years  later,  presented  her  to  Tabor 
Academy.  She  arrived  in  Marion  on  May  20, 1954 
and  has  since  logged  countless  miles  with  her  crews 
of  Tabor  students. 

Today,  the  Tabor  Boy  is  a  Coast  Guard 
inspected  and  certified  sailing  school  vessel  and 
voyages  from  Maine  to  the  Caribbean.  Her  various 
programs  extend  to  Tabor  students  a  broad  variety 
of  opportunities  to  experience  and  learn  from  the 
sea.

delivery  of  sewerage  to  Fairhaven.  "The  investment 
is  half  a  million  dollars/'  he  added.  "Some  residents 
might  say,  we  have  spent  half  a  million  dollars  to 
increase  the  capacity  for  their  use,"  he  said.  Another 
problem  will  be  bringing  water  to  the  area  he  said. 
"It's  an  issue  of  making  water  available  to  residents 
who  live  on  Brandt  Island  Road,"  Selectman 
Mahoney  said.  He  also  wanted  to  know  how  they 
would  solve  the  problems  that  most  small  lots 
caused.

will  cooperate  with  the  community  to  tie  in  to  the 
line  eventually. 

Mr.  Rand  said  they  will  create  a  traffic  study 
to  submit  along  with  other  preliminary  plans.  He 
said  the  average  size  of  the  lots  will  be  18,000  square 
feet  per  lot.  Cluster  regulations  allow  them  to  go  as 
low  as  15,000  square  feet  per  lot  and  as  large  as 
25,000  square  feet  per  lot.  He  said  it  would  cost  them 
$1  million  to  add  a  12  inch  water  main  beginning  on 
Park  Street  to  supply  water  to  the  residents.  The 
permit  for  the  water  line  takes  anywhere  from  six 
months  up  to  one  year  to  obtain.  "We're  doing 
scoping  of  the  environmental  issues,  but  not  asking 
the  community  to  fund  that  line,"  he  explained. 

Selectman  Mahoney  said  they  plan  to  bring 
the  issue  to  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  four  months 
"relative  to  the  question,  whether  the  town  should 
exercise  the  first  refusal  option  to  purchase  the 
land."  In  other  words,  he  said  he  wants  the 
townspeople  to  decide  if  they  would  rather  purchase 
the  $3.5  million  parcel  of  land  with  or  sell  it  to  the 
developers.  "When  the  land  is  sold  the  developers 
have  the  option  to  notify  the  town  of  their  first 
refusal  option,"  explained  Selectman  Mahoney. 
"Because  of  the  impact  of  the  project  on  the  town, 
we  feel  its  what  we  ought  to  do,"  said  Selectman 
Mahoney.

I  am  writing  to  you  on  behalf  of  a  newly 
formed  group  that  is  working  to  establish  a  local 
affiliate  of  Habitat  for  Humanity.  As  you  may 
already  know,  "Habitat  for  Humanity  is  committed 
to  make  decent  shelter  a  matter  of  conscience  and 
action."  The  Housing  Co-Op,  as  part  of  the  process 
of  assisting  first-time  home  buyers,  became  aware  of 
a  real  need  among  existing  homeowners-people  who 
require  much  needed  work  on  their  homes  but 
cannot  afford  the  repairs.  Six  months  ago,  our  Board 
of  Directors  decided  to  see  if  Habitat  could  help  fill 
this  need. 

Since  then,  a  Steering  Committee  has  been 
established  (I  serve  as  Chairman  with  Rev.  Robert 
Woodroofe,  III  as  Co-chair).  An  agreement  in 
principle  has  been  reached  with  Habitat  for 
Humanity  International,  that  our  new  affiliate  will 
address  the  need  in  the  towns  of  Acushnet, 
Fairhaven,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  Rochester  and 
Wareham.  Our  committee  meets  weekly  and  goals 
have  been  established  that  will  lead  to  formal 
affiliation  within  a  year. 

During  this  process,  the  plight  of  a  Wareham 
couple  has  come  to  our  attention.  The  husband  has 
an  inoperable  brain  tumor  and  not  much  time  to

live.  Their  home  has  no  insulation  and  their  sleeping 
quarters  are  in  the  garage.  The  house  was  purchase 
as  a  "fixer  upper"  but,  as  the  husband  said  to  me, 
there  is  no  time  to  fix  it  up  before  he  dies.  His  major 
concern  about  dying  is  leaving  his  family  with  such 
living  conditions.  His  minister  confirms  that  the 
need  is  real  and  genuine.  In  fact,  their  church  is 
advancing  the  date  of  the  Annual  Appeal  to  obtain 
funds  to  contribute  to  the  Bailey  project. 

Concurrent  with  our  organizational  efforts, 
we  are  going  to  help  this  family.  We  have  had  an 
architect  contribute  his  services  and  produce  a  plan 
to  rehab  the  garage  space  to  provide  much-needed 
living  space.  A  bill  of  materials  has  been  developed. 
Local  contractors  are  volunteering  their  time  and 
expertise.  The  project  is  close  to  being  fully  licensed 
and  insured. 

Time  is  against  us!  We  are  seeking  donations 
of  money  and  building  supplies.  The  total  estimated 
cost  of  the  project  is  $7,000.  Because  the  Marion/ 
Mattapoisett/ Rochester  Housing  Co-op  is 
recognized  by  the  I.R.S.  as  a  tax  free  organization 
any  contributions  are  tax  deductible.
